Gentlemen : 
Re: Gordon C. Haley 


I have before me your request contained 
in a letter from the Clerk dated November 
21, 1946 in which: you make certain inquir- 
ies relative to allowance of benefits result- 
ing from sickness or injury. Your Board 
on October 18, 1948 granted each man of 
the departments sick leave of not to exceed 
90 days during any year and accoringly 
any disability due to injury or sickness has 
resulted in their being paid their full sal- 
ary during such loss of time under such rul- 
ing. I recommend you refer to this rule 
for examination. 


_ First, it is my opinion that while you 
might allow such sick benefits for a period 
of 90 days that does not and should not 
include any medical or hospital expense. 
If disability results from any fact or cir- 
ecumstance bringing the men under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act he should 
apply at once and notice should be prompt- 
ly be given to the Compensation Commis- 
sion, then if during, the 90 days the Com- 
mission chooses to ‘pay salary in lieu of 
compensation it may do so and if the Com- 
mission orders, the City would be required 
to pay medical and hospital expense up to 
a period of one year of the date of such 
disablement and no more. In fact the 
Act compells the employer to pay such re- 
sulting medical and hospital expense in- 
curred within 6 months if disability re- 
sulted entitling the employee to compensa- 
tion, and further after claim, notice and 
hearing it may extend such period of such 
payment a further 6 months but you have 
no right to pay anyone’s medical or hos- 
pital expense until a claim is first made 
under the compensation act. 


I appreciate a practice has arisen but 
that gives no color to the legal obligation 
of the City. 


It is my opinion further in answer to 
your inquiry that where salary is paid in 
full for 90 days it does constitute an elec- 
tion of compensation benefits for time lost 
but not for medical and hospital expense. 
It is further my suggestion that in no 
instance in the future should the Commis- 
sion recommend anyone for pension. First 
your recommendation is meaningless. Sec- 
ond the trustees of the pension system and 
the Board are entirely independent of one 
another and I think we would be better 
off if each claim was allowed to stand or 
fall on its own merit before the respect- 
ive Boards.
